DETAILED ACTION 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a 
telephone interview with Gregory Nelson on September 19, 2001. 
The purpose of the examiner's amendment was to define the claims 
over the prior art by making the claim a kit claim which 
includes the flag assembly and the flare. Applicant's 
representative was informed during the interview that the 
proposed changes to figures 1 and 2 are approved, but the 
proposed change to figure 4 is not approved. However, in view 
of the examiner's amendment, no change to figure 4 is necessary.
